A JUDGE TAKEN TO TASK. 

San Francisco, Nov. 9.— In an ad 
ilress by Judge Jatnea G. Maguire, of 
tlio sujjerior court, before the (Jali- 
fornia Tax Reform League on the even- 
ing of November 3, he took occapion 
to say that there were 4,000,000 un- 
employed white men in the United 
States; that California alone which 
could easily support 30,000,000 jieople, 
yet with a population of loss than 
1,000,000 was suffering all the ills of 
over-crowded Ireland.

As a general thing a lady of no pe- 
cuniary value is not worth the trouble 
and risk of stealing. If she be an hisir- 

ess in her own name she may run away 
from her home with a speculative ad 
venturer, but the adventurer does not 
thereby steal her away from her ador- 
ing parents. If she bo a pros[)Qctive 
heirebs and is allured away from hor 
home for a matrimonial pur[)ose, the 
fascinating allurer is not consequently 
the thief of a woman. She may "steal 
herself" away from the j)aternal roof, 
and yet commit no criminal act. But 
there are portions of the world in which 
women are stolen, just as children are 
somutimPH stolen, for their pecuniary 
value. Not after ihe old African style, 
nor the recent one of the Chinese, 
either. But in wiiite Christendom, 
where kucIi business is a professional 
one, and a protitablo one at that. 
In Greece. In little, diminutive, mod- 
ern Greece. Not too small to be ruled 
over hy a king, but large enough to 
contain audacious bands of brigands, 
who laugh at kingly or any authority, 
except their clio.sen or self-imposed 
leaders. Over whom imported monrachs 
and their "formidable" armies have no 
more effect than have common flies. 
Noras much. For the flies in their 
neighborhood do, as elsewhere, irritate. 
These brigands do a thriving business. 
They have no respect even for English 
and iVinerioan travelers who have corns 
in their way aid happen to have 
money or jewelry.

(Santa Fe New Mexican.) ' 
Major Powell, chief of the geological 
survey, has discovered in New Mexico, 
near California mountain, what he pro- 
nounces to be the oldest human habi- 
tation ui)on the American continent. 
The mountains in this vicinity are cov- 
ered with huge beds of lava, in which 
the prehistoric man and his comrades 
have e.\.i.avated square rooms, which 
were lined with a species of plaster 
made from the lava, and in these roonis 
were found various evidences of quite 
an advanced civilization, among them 
a species of cloth made of woven hair 
and a large number of pieces of pot- 
tery. In the sides of the rooms cu|)- 
boards and shelves were excavated, la 
one room, sticking out of the bare fate 
of tlie wall, was a small branch cii' a 
tree. When this was pulled out iJt was 
found that there was a hollow space 
behind the wall. Ool. J. II. S-iiephen- 
son. Major Powell's assistaat), broke 
this with a> pick, and foundl a little 
concealed niche, in which' wa&a closely- 
woven fabric, which, with the touch of 
the hand, turned to dust. It was black- 
ened and crisp, like tho mummy cloths 
of Egy[)t. In all, some sixty groups of 
these lava villages were found, there 
being about twenty houses in each 
group. Tbe evidences of civilization 
were similiar too, but removed by their 
crudity and evident want of skill a 
good deal from, the articles found in 
the din' houses, which have been so ful- 
ly written up in tbe rejiorts of the geo- 
logical survey. Scientists await with a 
good deal of interest Major Powell's 
report of these recent very important 
discoveries.

DIFFEPiENCES GOMFOSEl). 

For many months theio has existed a 
mi»undorHti\iidini» between a ayiidicato of 
local men who hold hind at or near Coal 
Harbor and English Bay and the Cnna- 
diaa Pacific railway eyndioato. The local 
•yod.i.oat9jsireJiethet.<f Uely or unwisely re- 
maiot stili to bo proved — at an expenao 
exceeding $400,000, had acquired ozten- 
aive. ,blockB of land fronting on Coal 
Ha^or, Falde Creed and English Bay, 
formerly the property of the Hastings 
Sawmill Oo. and others. These lands 
wore soeuied liucaiiao the puruhasora be- 
lieved that the lino of railway would 
finally terminate at Coal Harbor and Eng- 
lish Bay. P.jaiilts have bhowii that Ihe 
belief waa founded on a rock, slm ipturally 
speaking. The railway syndicate have 
decided to carry the line to tlioao places; 
and although the final resting place of 
the iron-horao is still sufUcientiy in- 
defiuite to prevent the occurrence of one 
of thoae moat undesirable events com- 
monly known as a "boom" — between 
which and a weatoru cyclone there is very 
little choice aa regards desti-uctivonosa — 
it was felt by the railway syndicate tiiat 
any enhancement in the value of those 
lands would bo entirely due to tiie exten- 
sion of the lino. Under these circuin- 
atancea Mr. H. K. B^'atty, rupreaentinu' 
the railway coni|)aMy, cauie to British 
Columbia laat winter and spent several 
months in an endeavor to induce tiio 
local syndicate to consent to certain pro- 
positions for the conveyance to the former 
of a "portion of the lands held by the 
latter in consideration of the extension of 
thaline. Mr. Bealty's exertions to bring 
about' an arrangement failed. The local 
syndicate refused to entertain his pro- 
positions, iind Mr. Beatty wont away. 
During; last spring and .summer negotia 
tions were resumed on a basis rather 
less favorable to the landholders than 
Mr. Boatty's propositions; and about ti.'c 
weeks ap[o Tht Cuiunisl was enabled to an- 
nounce tiiat the railw.ay had won the vic- 
tory. The local men had yielded to the 
inevitable and consented tu give to the 
eompany the entire foreshore and strip of 
land 200 feet back from the foreshore tmd 
one-third of all the remaining land ! Tho 
sacrifice is one of the moat stupendous 
that has ever been made in this or any 
other country. The cream of tho land ia 
the wator-front. If especial value at 
taches to any of tho real estate in or 
about the three localities named it i!< in 
the water-front which the local syndicate 
have surrendered. For did not Mr. Viin 
Horne state in a recent interview tliat the 
townaite of Vancouver would extend from 
English Bay to Tort Moody ? This fore- 
shore in some fifteen or sixteen miles in 
length; and if it is intended that tho town 
shall grow along tho water front, what 
will become of the back lots i There is 
but oiie thing remaining for the local 
nyndioate to surrender to the company, 
that is, the right to administer the small 
portion of the estate that has been left to 
them. When that has been done it will 
be seen that tho last feather has been laid 
on tho patient camel's back and that it 
has broken down under its burden. The 
railway company are not to be blamed for 
making the most of their enterprise and 
foreaii^htedneaa; but tho local syndicate 
cannot be felicitated on the extraordinary 
bargain they liav,> just cLieed. 



Mr. B. T. Williams' Complaint. 

To THE Editoh: — Tho card of "Law 
Student" may be an apuloijy for tho rash 
card of Mr. Williama, referred to in my 
letter of the iOth instant, for Mr. Wil- 
liams may have had bad advice. If the 
amount of the judgment had been per- 
tinent, I should have, in my last letter, 
explained the head-note to tho schedule, 
quoted by "Liw Sti'dent," for tho henelit 
of my younyur fellow-students. The 
grading of cusla according to the amount 
of the judgment, applies to plaintiff's 
costs or defendant's costs on cruas-action 
only. It would be absurd to hold de- 
fendant's coats should be limited by tho 
amount of the "judgmoil" when plainlitT 
fails to obtain judgment for any sum, for 
the roault would be to deprive defendant 
of costs when he is successful in his de- 
fence. But, fortunately, the law pro- 
vides that tho plaintiffs costs shall be 
graded according to tho amount nf tho 
judgment, but if he brings an anjuat or 
untenable action, he shall pay «// tlie, costs 
of tho defendant wh im he haa wrongfully 
drawn into court, which seoma to bo Mr. 
Williams' attitude. It would be different 
if the costs of both parties were limitod 
by the amount involved. On tho other 
hand, aupposo iMr. Williama had been 
Bucceesful, his solicitor could have re- 
quired the registrar to tax his oosta at, 
say §33.50, but his solicitor could have 
recovered only §20 of that amount againat 
the defendant, but tho whole bill should 
bo taxed, for he may demand the residue 
from his client.

Seati'le, Nov. 11. — Tho city is quiet, 
and except for ssntuiela pacing tho street* 
in the Chinese quarter, there is nuthini; to 
remind one of a recent troulolu. Tho 
United States grand jury ndjounuH! to-day 
after finding iiidictuiuiila for conspiracy 
^nd insurrection against Ui inun and one 
woman. All those indicted have already 
been arrested. Some furnialied honds for 
their appearance in tho sum of ir3000 each, 
but others refused to do ao, preferring to 
go to jail. Among the arrested are ono 
lawyer, one physician, one organizer of 
the Knights of Labor assemblies, and two 
hotel keepers. The rest are working 
men, among thera the master workman of 
the Knighta of Labor aasonibiy here, and 
many prominent inoinbera uf that organ- 
ization. In some cases the arrests excite 
aurpriao, as many who have been nrrestod 
are not kirown to have taken any part in 
tho anti-Chinese movement, while others 
among tho most prominent in it have not 
been indicted. It is not believed that 
any of the prisoners can possibly bo con- 
victed. Thoro ia no probability of trouble 
here while the military remain, but it ia 
believed the agitation will be resumed 
when they are withdrawn.

Eagle Pans ia a, railway town of tho 
past. Ita growth was rapid; ita doclino 
much swifter. It ia situated at tho ex- 
treme head of Shuawap lake, north of the 
Eagle river and Shikuinooso narrows. The 
view from the town is a piotureaque one, 
the calm waters of the lake being shut in 
by nigh hilU, their summits at tliu pres- 
ent time crested with snow. 

the one' STB bet 

of tho town is exceptionally narrow, this 
for the reason that there were two claim- 
ants to tho town site. One hotel-keeper 
disputed tho ownership ip court, and 
proved that he had built his hou.so on the 
wagon road allowance, ana accordingly 
everybody else plaeed their buildings on 
the allowance. A team to turn round 
had to back into a vacant lot, with great 
risk oj pulling down the adjoining house, 
which was probably cunatructed of split 
cedar ahinglea, nailed to a frame made of 
aaplinga. In aoiue of the houses ono ia 
afraid to loan against the papered wall, 
fearing a collapse, as the paper is prob- 
ably placed over a canvas wall. There is 
very little attempt at decoration, as it was 
fully understood that a season would pass 
and the town would be deserted. When 
wo arrived on Tuesday last a large num- 
ber were preparing to leave on the out- 
going ateainer. Some were pulling down 
the lightly-constructed houses, for ship- 
ment to

of tho country. Tho S.'slO stores were 
deserted, with an empty cigar-box or a 
pack of cards in sight to show its former 
use, while empty bottles were scattered 
at overy turn. The stud horse and draw 
poker tables in the saloons were deserted, 
with tho exception, perhaps, of the lattur, 
tho small number remaining indulging in 
a game to pass the evening away. 

VV? were informed that during the 
progress of the railway sub-contracts 
business was brisk in the stores, hotels 
and Balooiia. Money wa.i Hush and was 
acattored with a free hand, and everybody 
made money — except the scattorera. All 
is (|iiiot now, and in another week there 
will not be two dozen inhabitants in tho 
place.

West of Sliikamooso there is soma very 
very heavy Work, olimbing around the 
Seymour arm of Shuswap lake, the grades 
being over sixty feet to tho mile, and at 
Shuawap summit the track is 500 feet 
above the level of the lake. From tliis 
point west, along the Thompson river to 
Kamloops lake tho road is also very light 
in its construction, almost as easy as 
prairie work. Along Kamloopj lake to 
Savona are six tunnels varying in length 
from GOO to 900 foet.

The progress of the official train of 
General Manager Van Hume and party 
from the track connection at Oraigloa, in 
Eagle Pass, to Port Moody on the Pacific, 
was very rapid, the sploniJid v.-ork done on 
the Onderdonk contracts being the aiib- 
jeot of much favorable comment, it being 
in. great contrast with that in the Selkirks, 
wherailfae train had to proceed very slow- 
ly, on account of the temporary bridges, 
etc. 

the official train 
left Craiglea at 10:20 a. m., and arrived 
at North Band at 10:10 p. m., 
a distance of 22.3 miles. Next morning 
the train left North Bend at 6:50 and 
and arrived at Port Moody at 11:10 a. m., 
the distance covered being 118 miles. Tho 
train waa in charge of Conductor Trodden 
and Engineer McNab, and the tinio made 
through the mountains rather startled tho 
eastern men, General Superintoiidoiit 
Egan requesting a slower travel below 
Yale.

The throat should never be slit cross- 
wiae, sitheViirl killing or taking off a 
hide. The akin is slit from the chin 
down the brisket, in a straight liiie to 
the tail; it is then cut around each 
hoof; the bind legs are slit-behind over 
the gambrel, bat the fore legs- are slit 
up in front, over the knees. This leaves 
the skin in good shape for finishing the 
leather. The kead and lega are first 
carefully skinned, and all cutting of the 
akin is avoided. The skin is then easily 
drawn off by taking hold of it firmly 
anfl pulling it steadily. It is then 
spread out evenly on a floor and salted 
with fitie salt. If there is but one it is 
beat to take it out as soon as the salt 
has taken and dry at o:ice in a 'cool, 
shaded place. If there are more than 
one they are- laid upon' each other and 
salted quita-freely, and afferward they 
are tlioroughly dried. If the skins aru 
to be kept on hand tliey should bo 
closely watched for moths or grubs.
